Salvage Contests 
en to Schools 



Silver Cups to Be 
Given For Collecting 
Waste Paper 

, Schools of Montgomery County 
are expected to compete for silver 
loving cups that are to be pre- 
sented by the advisory committee 
on salvage of the State Council 
of Defense, it was announced to- 
day by county salvage chairman 
J. G. Ludwick. 

One cup is offered to the school 
in Pennsylvania that collects the 
greatest number of pounds of 
waste paper in the month of Oc- 
tober. 

A second cup is offered to the 
school, in the State that collects 
the greatest number of pounds 
per enrolled pupil. This figure is 
determined by dividing the num- 
ber of pounds of paper collected 
by the total number of pupils en- 
rolled in the school. 

Reports of school collections 
must be made to the chairman of 
the salvage committee of the 
County Council of Defense in 
each county, and should be made 
promptly by school superinten- 
dents and principals immediately 
after November 1. The county 
salvage chairman must submit his 
report of school collections to the 
Advisory Committee on Salvage in 
Harrisburg before November 15. 

Waste paper today is one of 
the most critical of war salvage 
needs, and Pennsylvania has been 
asked to collect 65.000 tons in Oc- 
tober.

Growing need for the establishment of a teen age canteen in 
Lower Merion Township has been evident for some time. Soon 
after the rationing of gasoline and tires for automobiles was put 
into effect, girls and boys — a majority of the latter — would con- 
gregate at private business places — Davis', etc. — to chat with 
acquaintances. Many times this action would be annoying to 
patrons. 

Many an "innocent" male has been termed a "dr.ug-store 
cowboy", "wolf" and many other "outrageous" names because he 
congregated in front of such establishments. He does this only 
because there is — at the present — no other way to meet friends 
and have a good time on week-end evenings. 

Point two in favor of the Canteen is that many a new en- 
rollee at Lower Merion feels "but of place — and rightly so — be- 
cause he hasn't struck up any acquaintances. The canteen would 
offer him a place to meet fellow schoolmates in healthful sur- 
roundings. 

Then there is the shy fellow who doesn't date girls and who 
isn't part of a group or "CLIQUE". The teen can-teen would 
furnish him with recreational games and be a place where he 
knows he is always welcomed. 

Although juvenile delinquency has not been particularly 
noted in this community, remember "an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure". 

Summing up, the canteen would serve as a center — as in 
other cities — where teen age boys and girls could get together 
one or two week-end evenings for supervised entertainment — 
dancing, chess, checkers, ping-pong, etc., etc., for a nominal 
charge. 

Merrits served this purpose before its closing. Now a smaller 
"place" in Haverford is attempting to take over, j^it the crowded 
conditions which exist make it impossible. 

Plans are also being made to keep the canteen open during 
school vacations— especially the Summer time. 

The teen can-teen is gaining more popularity and support 
among the students' parents each week as more details are re- 
leased concerning it. Although the canteen is still in the for- 
midable stage, it is sure to be a big success if the traditional 
Lower Merion community spirit (and money) is behind the enter- 
prise.

The Ardmore Women's 
Club has given its consent to 
establish the Lower Merion 
Teen Age Canteen in the base- 
ment of the Club's Building 
on Ardmore Ave. This was 
announced by Harry Gill, 
President of the Canteen, at 
the third organization meet- 
ing at the home of Samuel Ed- 
gerton last Friday evening. 

The following students were 
elected to the board of directors 
which, in colaboration with a 
group of parents and teachers, will 
be responsible for the smooth op- 
eration of the canteen and the 
functioning of the various com- 
mittees: 

Nora Cleaver, Russell Blackwood, 
Peggy Fraser, Bill Thompson, Bar- 
bara Benidect. Carl Schoenhut. 
William Folke, Frank Loomis. Har- 
ry Gill, Joanne Hutton and Ann 
Seideman. 

Unanimous approval was given 
to the canteen charter drawn up 
by the rules committee with 
amendments by other committees. 
It reads as follows: 

"The canteen is to be gover- 
ened by a board of directors 
composed of eleven members. 
There is to be a president, vice 
president and secretary. The vice 
president shall be president in 
his senior year. The other eight 
members shall each have one of 
the following activities: finance, 
entertainment, decoration, main- 
tenance, refreshment chaper- 
onage, legal advice." 

The amendments also provide 
that the board of directors shall 
meet at set times to pass such acts 
as may be necessary for the main- 
tenance of the canteen and such 
acts must then be presented to the 
student body for acceptance by a 
majority vote. Any student or 
alumnus of Lower Merion Senior 
High Sehool is eligible for mem- 
bership in the student canteen. 
Fee for membership is one dollar, 
plus Federal tax. and ten cents 
at the door. For those who are not 
members, the admittance fee is 25 
cents at the door. For 50 cents a 
member may bring a guest. Alum- 
ni now in Armed Forces .will be 
admitted free of charge. 

Clothing allowed in school, is 
to be allowed in the canteen. Girls 
may come unescorted. A two-thirds 
vote of board of directors can im- 
peach a board member. No frater- 
nal initiations are to be held in 
the canteen.
